DAS Revol vi ng Funds
6 revolving funds in DAS, total expenditures and expenses

1. IT Qperations Revolving Fund - used to fund the operation of the State's
mai nfrane system and other conputer-related services for the rest of State
government, with the exception of the Regents institutions, State Fair

Aut hority, and Comunity-Based Corrections Districts. FromFY 2006 to FY 2008,
the endi ng fund bal ance for these three fiscal years has ranged from$8.7 to
$9.8 million. The IT Operations revolving fund supports approxi mately 147 FTE
posi tions.

2. Centralized Purchasing Revol ving Fund - administered by the Genera

Services Enterprise and is used to account for receipts and expenses

associ ated with the managenent and adni ni strati on of statew de purchasing,
with the exception of the Regents institutions, State Fair Authority, Dept of
the Blind, Comunity-based Corrections, |lowa Finance Authority, |owa

Conmmuni cati ons Network, Lottery Authority, Judicial Branch, and Legislative
Branch. Unexpended funds remaining at the close of the fiscal year are all owed
to carry forward. Approximately 25% of the fund's annual expenditures are for
sal ary and benefits. The ending fund bal ance for the fiscal years FY 2006-2008
has ranged from$1.3 to $2.8 mllion. This fund supports approxinately 14 FTE
posi tions.

3. 1/3 Revolving Fund - administered by the State Accounting Enterprise and is
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used to support the State financial processes, such as Accounts Payabl e,
Accounts Receivabl e, Procurenment, General Accounting, Fixed Assets, Budget
Preparation, and Applicant Tracki ng. The ending fund bal ance for the fiscal
years FY 2006- 2008 has been approximately $2.3 million and the fund supports
approxi mately 15 FTE positions. Unexpended funds remaining at the close of the
fiscal year are allowed to carry forward

4. | OMccess Revolving Fund - receives driver |icense abstract fees to
mai nt ai n, devel op, operate, and expand the | OMccess Network. | OMccess is the
program nane for providing electronic access to State of |owa governnment. This
fund does not support any FTE positions. Unexpended funds are allowed to carry
forward after the close of the fiscal year

5. Human Resources Revolving Fund - used to account for receipts and expenses
associ ated with adm ni steri ng personnel service needs and operational costs
associ ated with neeting those needs. Unexpended funds renaining at the close
of the fiscal year are allowed to carry forward. For the fiscal years FY 2006
to FY 2008 the ending fund bal ance ranged from$1.2 to $1.8 million. This fund
supports approxi mately 54 FTE positions.

6. Vehicle Depreciation Revolving Fund - receives the majority of its revenues
fromnmonthly depreciation paynents from State departnments that own vehicl es.
From FY 2006 to FY 2008 the ending fund bal ance has ranged from$5.6 to $8.3
mllion.
